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WHEREAS, Reverend Price was licensed to preach in October 1951 and was ordained

by the First Baptist Church in Lebanon on October 25, 1953; and

WHEREAS, Reverend Price has served as Pastor of Holly Grove Baptist Church in

Lascassas; Fall Creek Baptist Church in Norene; Sulphur Spring Baptist Church in Franklin,

Kentucky; Green Hill Baptist Church in Mt. Juliet; East Commerce Baptist Church in Lewisburg;

Lakewood Baptist Church in Nashville; and, for the past ten years, LaGuardo Baptist Church in

Lebanon; from 1971 to 1976, Reverend Price also served as Chaplain at the Tennessee State

Prison; and

WHEREAS, throughout his prodigious career as a minister of God, Carl Price has been

supported in all his endeavors by his devoted wife, Mary Lena Huber Price; and

WHEREAS, Reverend and Mrs. Price are the proud parents of Curtis Nelson Price and

Mary Ellen Price and the grandparents of Mary Claire, Christopher, and Joshua; and

WHEREAS, although Reverend Carl Price retired from the full-time pastorate on

February 4, 2001, he intends to continue serving God and his fellow Tennesseans as long as he
